Glos Polski is subsidized »y the Patronato Polaco, Avenida Leandro N. élen 641, 
Buenos Aires, which in tura is affiliated with the Union of Poles in the Arrentine 
Republic, Calle Curupayti 2323, Valentin Alsina, Buenos Aires. Glos Polski is 
expected to increase in circulation and importance now that Kurjer Polski has 
ceased publishing. 


Erotest has been a bi-weekly newspaper for approximrtely four months, but it vas 
merely a bulletin before that time. (Fnu) Defranceski is the director end editor 
of Protest, but it is believed that Dr. Filip M. Dominicovich, the forrsr Yugoslav 
Cherce d'Affaires in ar: entina,is the guiding spirit. Defranceski was formerly 
connected with the Yugoslav Lezetion in Buenos Aires and was considered pro-Tito > 
but the reason for his change of mind is not known. Formerly the paper was printed 
at the Kurjer Pols!:i printing establishment, but roeently it is renorte? to have 
bought presses of its own. 


Balsas and Zinjus are not really Slav papers but are ineluded because o* their 
anti-Communist attitude. 


Now Kurier, a newly established Polish dlancunre paper, is not the sucessuor of 
Kurjor Poleki and is currently quarreling with Glos Polski. Thore is dujzer that 
the quarrel may divide the Poles and lend to Communist penetration. . 


lash Dlyek and Ukreinskie Slove are rublished by the anti-Communist and aati= 
Soviet societies celled Wicrosdienie and Prosvita, respectively. Members of the 
two societies were recently urved to subscribe to the two papers, and tits should 
sid the circulation. There is a possibility that the two pepers may mnesge in the 
future.

The Comunist papers, on the other hand, 
are inerecsing in size and importance. 
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
